Ottawa, June 16.—"To provide em. 
ployment in the west the Wederal 
government hos arranged to give set- 


tlers on Dominion lands covered with 
scrub or timber an opportunity to in 
erease the amount of tillable area of 
their holdings, 

In Northern Manitoba and parts of 
\iberta and Saskatchewan there is 
much scrub land for which the 
tlers have not received their patents 
The Federal authorities will, with the 
consent of these settlers, utillve the 
services of the unemploved to clear 
this land and make the cost a 
charge on the hand 

In this wav the settlers would ne 
crease the area under cult'vation and 
the unemploved be taken care of, and 
at the same time secure a knowlede: 
of the work required by settlers 

The settlers wishing land cleared 
will notify the Immigration authert 
ties and those wishing employment 
will make known their desire to the 
same authorities the Dominion 
gevernment bas authority only over 
unnmatented lands

| THE LIQUOR ACT AND 


COMPENSATION. 

The purpose of the proposed 
liquor act of Alber{a is to abolish 
the liquor traffic in the province, 
That is, to put out of business 
those whose business depends on 
the sale of intoxicants; Naturally 
those’ whose interests are thus en- 
| dangered defend themselves by 
every means, and fight to the last 
ditch. It is only natural and rea- 
sonable that this should be so. 
Every man will fight for what is 
his; and as occasion offers will de- 
fend by attack, 

However much the result of the 
liquor traftie may be deplored, it 
‘does not lie with the great major- 
ity of the citizens of the cguntry to 
find fault with liquor interests for 
fighting in their own cause. The 
sile of intoxicating liquor is just 
as legitimate under the existing 
law as the sale of any other ar- 
ticle. If it is asserted that the sale 
of liqnor is a moral wrong, the 
ready auswer is that the general 
public, through the license fees, 
are sharers in the profits of that 
Wrong; and are not in a position 
to discuss the morality. of the 
liquor traffic, without accepting 
their share of responsibility for it. 

It cannot be denied that under 
the existing license law of Alberta 
the hotels of the province repre- 
sent large capital expenditure de- 
manded by the terms of the license 
law, over and above and bevond 
actual needs for the aecommoda 
tion of the travelling public. As 
a part of the consideration for the 
privilege of selling intoxicating 
liquor the hotel is compelled to 
make a capital expenditure in pro- 
viding for the accommodation of 
the travelling publie, whether 
there are travellers to be provided 
for or not, The idea no doubt was 
\that by imposing this burden upon 
‘the license-holder the number of 
licenses would be correspondingly 
restricted. But whatever was the 
reason for the aetion taken, the 
fact is that when a hotel loses its 
right to sell intoxicants it has lost 


| . 
the revenne that when in prospeet 


was the warrant for a large part 
of the capital expenditure in the 
hotel building and equipment, 

It is a facet that licenses 
only granted Tor a year. But 
while this is technically true a 
license is issued from-year to year 
to licensed premises unless there 
are serious and important reasons 
for its refusal. There is no 
doubt that investments are made 
in hotel properties with a view to 
the profits from licenses, and that | 
this investment is recognized in 


practice under the license system. | 


Under the proposed prohibitory 
law this value is to be wiped‘out, 
and the owner of the property has 
material grievance 
against the public, which from his 
view warrants him in 
spending his money and his Jn 
ergy in attempting to-defeat the 


law. ' 


There is very little doubt that 
a large majority of the people of 


Alberta believe that the liquor 
traflie should be abolished, but 
however much they deplore the 


existing traftie and its evils they 
have no desire to do substantial 
injustice to those who are engag- 
ed in it. If the vote of July 21st 
Wipes out the liquor traffie by a 
substantial majority there is every 


reason ta believe that those who 
‘ 


have been instrumental in de- 
stroying the license system will be 
willing to consider the question of 


reasonable compensation to the 
owners of the hotel properties 
Whose capital iuvestments have 


the sale of intoxicants. The vote 


will decide whether the liquor 
traftic is to remain or not, The 
‘question of compensation only 


arises if the popular vote brings 
the liquor act into force,
